The reply filed on 10/23/2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): the 
species restriction is unclear as to the elected species. The election of the species should define the species for each of the different 
variables. The restriction/election of the species does not define the species for each of the elected variables. For Ra a lipid moiety is 
not a species. For a proper species election, a species of the genus lipid should be elected e.g., cholesterol (see e.g., page 12 of the 
instant specification) connected to a species of a linker moiety (not a generic linker). The elected definition for Rb should not be a 
selection of either an alkyl or aralkyl. If alkyl is elected, then the kind of alkyl is specifically identified e.g., methyl or ethyl or propyl 
and etc. substituted with a specific substituent of amino group, not in the alternative as claimed. If aralkyl is elected a specific aryl 
with a specific substituted alkyl (e.g., C1-C3 etc)--oxy group. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be 
bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, 
within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
